Income Tax Preparation Outlined to Assist 
the Average Practitioner 


Mr. J. P. Revenaugh Explains the Complexities 
of Filling Out Income Tax Returns 


This year, more than ever before, it is 
vitally necessary for the dentist to pre- 
pare his federal income tax return with 
great care. The rates are sharply higher 
which means all will be required to pay 
more taxes than at any time since the 
adoption of the income tax law. With 
this thought in mind, the editor has 
asked Mr. J. P. Revenaugh, well known 
_ practice management consultant, to pre- 
pare an explanatory article on the sub- 
ject of return preparation which will be 
helpful to the average practitioner who 
ordinarily does the job himself. 

A studied effort has been made to 
avoid discussion of unusual situations 
that would apply to but a limited num- 
ber of men; rather it has been the object 
of the author to prepare an article that 
would be of the greatest help to the 
greatest number. 


JOINT OR SEPARATE RETURNS 


Where your wife makes donations 
even though with your money, where 
she is recorded as joint owner of your 
home, or where she has an income from 
any source, her name must be included 
with yours in making out a single or 
joint income tax return; or you must 
determine that separate returns would 
result in less tax. Your wife’s name 
should be recorded “Edna K. Smith” 
and not “Mrs. C. P. Smith.” Where you 
determine that she must be recorded on 
an income tax return you have one of 
three choices—the joint return, separate 
returns with both parties using Form 
1040, or one party using Form 1040 and 
the other the simplified or optional Form 
1040A. 

All dentists should use Form 1040 who 
are conducting a private practice. Form 
1040A may be used by your wife if it 
results in a saving of tax, but where 


1040A is used the married exemption of 
$1,500.00 must be equally divided be- 
tween the two parties. If the joint in- 
come of man and wife does not exceed 
the personal exemption and credit for 
dependents by more than $2,000.00, a 
joint return on Form 1040 is the sim- 
plest. Form 1040A may never be used 
for an income exceeding $3,000.00. 

Your dental assistant with little but 
personal exemption will probably save 
money by using Form 1040A. 


INFORMATION RETURNS 


You are required to mail in by Feb- 
ruary 15 an information return, Form 
1099, giving the name and address and 
amount paid during the year to a single 
employee who has received $750.00 or 
more, or a married employee who has 
received $1,500.00 or more. On Form 
1096 you must declare the number of 
1099 forms you are sending in. There 
is no Treasury Department ruling ap- 
plied to lateness of these returns, but 
willful withholding of such information 
can be a criminal offense. 


COLLECTOR’S OFFICE 


The representatives of the Collector 
of Internal Revenue are as quick to 
recommend repayment to you if you 
have made an overpayment as they are 
to -collect the amounts due. Therefore, 
if you have any questions at any point in 
filling out the blank, the Collector's 
Office will willingly answer your tele- 
phone call or personal questions. 

The Collector’s Office is insisting 
more and more strongly each year on 
proper records so that income can be 
substantiated by daily records, and ex- 
penses by checks or receipts. Where 
there are no receipts possible, the ex- 
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penses must be considered reasonable. 
WHO FILES A RETURN? 


Those married, and living with hus- 
band or wife, must file a return if their 
combined gross income for 1941 is 
$1,500.00 or more. Those who are single 
must file a return if their gross income 
for 1941 is $750.00 or more. 

If you were married or divorced dur- 
ing the year, you must file a return if 
your gross income is equal to, or more 
than, your personal exemption. 

On the simplified or optional Form 
1040A your married or dependency 
status is your status on December 31, 
1941. If you were married in Febru- 
ary and a child was born December 31, 
you would be entitled to $1.500.00 per- 
sonal exemption and $400.00 for one 
dependent, in reporting income on 
1040A only. 


CASH OR ACCRUAL 


The cash basis of reporting income 
and expenses is the customary pro- 
cedure for professional men rather than 
the accrual basis. In this article, refer- 
ence is made only to the cash basis. 


TOTAL RECEIPTS 


The items of total receipts should in- 
clude cash, services, or any goods re- 
ceived by you during the year from your 
profession. 


TOTAL BUSINESS EXPENSES 


In this item you should deduct only 
those expenses actually paid by you dur- 
ing the year. These expenses should be 
itemized. This may be done under these 
or similar headings: drugs, professional 
supplies, ‘salaries and fees to assistants, 
utilities (electricity, gas, and telephone), 
printing and postage, office supplies, 
business interest, insurance and_ taxes, 
dues and subscriptions to professional 
societies and publications, rent and re- 
pairs, auto and transportation expense,

laboratory, miscellaneous, and deprecia- 
tion. 

Of these items, only the following 
need additional comment. 

Salaries: Deduction is not allowable 
if paid to a dependent relative. This 
salary item should balance with your 
Social Security reports. 

Insurance, Business Insurance and 
Taxes: Insurance covering your office is 
deductible, but not your life, personal 
disability, or accident insurance. 

Interest: In general you may deduct 
on page one all interest you have paid 
or have incurred on indebtedness during 
the year. This is true even though the 
indebtedness is a personal, living, or 
family item. 


NON-DEDUCTIBLE ITEMS 


Taxes: Federal income tax payments ; 

Gift taxes ; 

State or inheritance taxes imposed by 
any government ; 

Taxes which have increased the value 
of the property used ; 

Illinois sales tax ; 

New automobile purchase tax. 


DEDUCTIBLE ITEMS 


Automobile license fees ; 

Real estate taxes, except improve- 
ments ; 

Personal property tax ; 

Amusement taxes, such as theater ; 

Taxes paid on memberships in non- 
professional clubs ; 

Social Security taxes ; 

Gasoline tax in IIlinois, three cents per 
gallon ; 

Stamp taxes paid to the federal gov- 
ernment such as those for transferring 
stocks or bonds. 


Rent: Rent may be a reasonable pro- 
portion of the amount you pay if occu- 
pied both for dental office and living 
quarters. If you sublease office space to 
another, the income should be deducted 
from the rental you pay. 

Automobiles and Transportation: 
Automobile expenses include all operat- 
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ing, insurance, and repair costs, but you 
may deduct only the proportion of this 
expense in which you use the car for the 
business of dentistry. If the car is used 
to take and return materials to supply 
houses or laboratories, or to see patients 
at hospitals, it is deductible in propor- 
tion to such uses. You may not deduct 
for your use of the car to and from your 
home and office. Taxi or other trans- 
portation for professional use is deduc- 
tible. Transportation also included is 
your travel expense and other necessary 
expenditures such as living expenses in 
attending professional meetings. 
Depreciation: All articles in your 
office are supplies which are consumable, 
or depreciable items such as furniture, 
fixtures, and equipment. These depre- 
ciable items in your office are customar- 
ily charged off at ten per cent for ten 
years. The ten per cent is figured on 
your net original cost of the item. An 
automobile is depreciated in five years 
unless unusual usage reduces it to four. 
The trade-in of an automobile or piece 
of equipment may cause confusion in 
setting the value of the new equipment. 
For example, if you trade in an old x-ray 
machine and are allowed $150.00 on a 
$1,000.00 x-ray, let’s assume that you 
had charged off $100.00 per year for 
seven years on the old x-ray. The re- 
maining value to be recovered according 
to your income tax return is $300.00. 
You recover $150.00 by trade-in allow- 
ance, but the department will only allow 
you during 1941 the customary 10 per 
cent depreciation of $100.00 for a year 
regardless of the fact that it was traded 
in at a loss. So with $300.00 deprecia- 
tion to recover, you receive $150.00 
trade-in—$100.00 1941 depreciation, and 
add the balance of $50.00 to the 
$1,000.00 cost of the new x-ray. 


DEDUCTIONS FROM GROSS INCOME 


Contributions: You may deduct con- 
tributions to a fund organized and op- 
erated exclusively for religious, charit- 
able, scientific, literary, or educational 
purposes, no part of whose net earnings 


benefits a private shareholder nor whose 
activities are devoted to propaganda or 
to the influencing of legislation. Your 
contributions may not exceed 15 per 
cent of your net income. 

Losses: You may deduct any loss 
from fire, theft, storm, etc., whether in 
the line of business‘or not, for which 
you have not received compensation by 
insurance. Any other form of loss is 
deductible such as race track losses if 
your winnings do not exceed the losses. 
For property losses where a fair income 
tax is involved, you should consult a tax 
adviser. 

Bad Debts: Whether personal or as a 
guarantor of another’s indebtedness, 
these are deductible if the indebtedness 
is represented by a business-like indica- 
tion of indebtedness such as a note, and 
if proof can be offered that an honest 
effort to collect was made and collec- 
tion was proved impossible. 

Uncollectible patients’ accounts are 
not deductible when you have reported 
income on the cash basis. Permission 
must be obtained from the Collector of 
Internal Revenue to change from a cash 
basis of reporting a return of a prior 
year to an accrual basis. 

Capital Gains and Losses: Our space 
here is too limited to describe the de- 
tails of this item. Suffice it to say that 
if your tax is above $50.00 it is best to 
consult a tax adviser. 

Income from Bonds and Dividends: 
The same as Capital Gains and Losses. 


PERSONAL EXEMPTION 


If you are married, your exemption is 
$1,500.00. If you are single, the ex- 
emption is $750.00. For each depend- 
ent, the exemption is $400.00. If you are 
unmarried and maintaining dependents: 
in a household, you are entitled to 
$1,500.00 exemption if dependency is a 
result of moral or legal obligation. A 
child, not adopted, is not legally a de- 
pendent. Dependency is limited to blood 
lines and does not extend to cousins. If 
you live with your mother and support

PROCEDURE FOR DEFERMENT 
OF DENTISTS OUTLINED 


Information has just been received 
from Major Sam F. Seeley, Executive 
Officer of the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service Board, as to the steps 


which should be taken to prevent induc- . 


tion of a dentist as a private and thus 
save the dentists for professional use 
after the Procurement and Assignment 
Service becomes operative. 

First, a dentist who is classified in 
Class 1A should request deferment from 
induction on the basis of the formation 
of the Procurement and Assignment 
Service, an explanation of which will be 
found on page 2057 of the December, 
1941 issue and page 117 of the January, 
1942 issue of the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association. If this defer- 
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ment is denied, then the dentist should 
utilize every agency for appeal which is 
available under the existing law. 

Next, if the appeal made to the local 
board is denied, the dentist should then 
direct a communication to the State Di- 
rector of Selective Service of the state in 
which the dentist is registered under 
Selective Service. This communication 
should set out the details of the case and 
request action on the deferment on the 
basis given above. 

Finally, if the State Director of Selec- 
tive Service does not act, a communica- 
tion should be directed to Brigadier Gen- 
eral Lewis B. Hershey, National Head- 
quarters, Selective Service System, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and in this communication 
the details of the case should again be 
stated. A copy of this letter should be 
sent to the Procurement and Assignment 
Service at Room 5654, Social Security 
Building, Washington, D. C. 

It must be borne in mind that this is 
not a means by which a dentist may 
avoid service. It is only a means to avoid 
the waste of scarce human resources and 
will only serve to defer a man until such 
time as the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service will call upon the man for 
his services in a professional capacity.

Mr. Pringle, who has been named Edu- 
cational Director of the Institute and 
will devote full time to its activities, will 
speak on the subject, The Patient’s View- 
point. 

A second feature will be the showing 
of the sound-color motion picture, About 
Faces, prepared by the United States 
Public Health Service in cooperation 
with the American Film Center. Dr. J. 
G. Williams, director of the Division of 


Dental Health Education of the Georgia 
Department of Health and a member of 
the Public Health and Education Com. 
mittee of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, acted as the representative of a 
Georgia philanthropist, Mr. Cator Wool- 
ford, in the production of the film. 
About Faces portrays the gradual appre- 
ciation, by an average American family, 
of the necessity of preventive dentistry 
and early dental care. It should prove 
interesting to both dentists and repre- 
sentatives of lay groups who will be 
present. 

Organization of the luncheon meet- 
ing constituted the first activity of the 
Dental Hygiene Institute following the 
opening of its offices on February 2. At- 
tractive quarters have been provided in 
Room 1420 at 30 North Michigan Ave- 
nue, and it is anticipated that visitors to 
the Chicago Dental Society offices 
(which are on the same floor) will make 
a point of calling on the Institute. 


PROGRAM 


The program outlined in THE FORT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW issue of December 15 
called for three major activities: the 
revival of the Industrial Diagnostic 
Service inaugurated in 1934 by the 
Chicago Dental Society ; production and 
distribution of slide films and motion 
pictures; and publicity for dentistry in 
all possible media. Naturally, these 
functions will cost money, and $12,- 
000.00 has been set as the minimum 
budget for the first year of activity. 

Fifty per cent of this sum has been 
provided by the Chicago Dental Society, 
leaving fifty per cent—$6,000.00—to be 
raised from dentists and members of the 
dental trade (dealers and laboratories). 
It cannot be anticipated that any sub- 
stantial sum will come from outside vol- 
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unteer groups ; indeed, it is to them that 
a large portion of the Institute program 
will be directed. The beneficiaries of 
dental health education will be dentists 
and those allied to the profession ; con- 
sequently, it is hoped that membership 
support will be forthcoming from them 
in a substantial amount. 


PARTICIPATION 


The immediate, active participation 
of interested groups and individuals is 
necessary to the Institute program. The 
value of activities already planned is 
well established ; the date of their real- 
ization depends in large measure upon 
the far-sightedness of the dental profes- 
sion and those allied to it. Few will 
question the effectiveness of slide film 
presentations directed at the general 
public and dealing with good dental 
care—especially when dental care is 
taken to mean proper diet, adequate 
home care, and frequent check-ups by a 
dentist. The effectiveness of the Indus- 
trial Diagnostic Service, both for the pa- 
tient and the dental profession, is a mat- 
ter of record with the Chicago Dental 
Society. What a publicity program can 
do in the field of education has been 
demonstrated repeatedly in scores of 
other fields. That such publicity will 
remain in keeping with the ethics of the 
dental profession is assured through the 
supervision of a committee of dentists 
nominated by the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety. 


Dues for active membership have been 
set at the extremely low figure of $5.00 
per year. This amount should not be 
regarded as a contribution but rather as 
a payment to provide a needed service in 
the dental field. All ethical dentists, de- 
tail men, laboratory technicians, trade 
executives, assistants and those allied 
with them are invited to become active 
members at $5.00 per year. An appli- 
cation form is provided below. Such 
membership may truly be considered a 
duty owed the public, the profession 
and individual interest. 

Contributing membership is available 
to corporations (either profit or non- 
profit), associations, clubs and any other 
groups. Dues will be determined by 
agreement between the applicant and 
the Board of Directors of the Institute. 
Supply houses, dental societies, dental 
laboratories, civic agencies, health edu- 
cational associations and similar organ- 
izations are specifically invited to com- 
municate with the Institute, by letter or 
telephone (Dearborn 9635), to discuss 
the details of affiliation.

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Education and Training of the Dental Hygienist 
A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE HYGIENIST MOVEMENT 
By G. Bovix 


Dr. Alfred C. Fones of Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, was the first man to train a 
woman to do prophylactic treatments in 
his own office. Dr. Fones trained his 


office assistant, Mrs. Irene Newman, and 
she practiced the specialty of prophy- 
laxis continuously for twenty years. 


LEGALIZATION 


In 1907, the Connecticut dental prac- 
tice act was amended to legalize the 
dental prophylactic treatment when per- 
formed by an operator who was not a 
graduate dentist, but specially trained for 
and limited to such work. In 1913, Dr. 
Fones and a group of his associates pre- 
sented a course in Oral Hygiene. The 
men who were associated with him in this 
project were all very prominent men in 
the profession and donated their services 
gratuitously to the cause.’ In June of 
1914, twenty-seven women were gradu- 
ated as the first class of Oral Hygienists. 
In 1915, the second, and in 1916, the 
third and last class was trained in the 
Fones’ School for Oral Hygienists. A 
total of ninety-seven girls was graduated 
from the three Fones’ courses. These girls 
found employment in private offices, 
schools, factories, and hospitals. 

In 1915, because of the increasing 
number of hygienists in Connecticut, a 
dental hygienist practice act was ap- 
pended to the dental law, which stipu- 
lates exactly the limitations of the dental 
hygienist and has later been adopted by 
practically all states legalizing hygienists. 

Massachusetts amended its dental law 
in 1915 to legalize the oral hygienist. In 
New York, the matter was agitated from 
1903 until the passage of the dental 
hygienist amendment in 1916. 

Following legalization in Massachusetts 
and New York, three training schools for 
hygienists opened : Columbia University,

Rochester Dental Dispensary, and the 
Forsyth Dental Infirmary for Children at 
Boston. Since 1916, the hygienist move- 
ment has made rapid progress, and now 
there are sixteen recognized schools for 
Oral Hygiene in the United States. At 
the present time, there are thirty-two 
states, the district of Columbia, and the 
Territory of Hawaii which provide a 
licensing act for Oral Hygienists. In 
these states there are over five thousand 
registered hygienists. 


EDUCATION 


There seems to be a rather general lack 
of knowledge in the dental profession of 
just what the education of a hygienist 
consists. There is a difference of opinion 
among dentists as to the necessity or rea- 
son for the hygienist existing. One of 
the greatest objections to her has been 
her lack of background and professional 
training. Yet, it is well known that there 
are many men prominent in the profes- 
sion who received their entire dental 
training in two or three years, and they 
are not censored or criticized because of 
this fact. It was not so many years ago 
that a man could receive his dental de- 
gree and, with one more year of study, 
could receive his medical degree as well. 
This same situation has been true to a 
certain extent in schools of oral hygiene. 

When courses for oral hygiene were 
first introduced, they were all of one 
academic year. At the present time, of 
the sixteen schools, eight are offering a 
two-year course. Of the remaining eight 
which offer one-year courses, two are 
conducted entirely for the negro race. 

At the present time all schools offer- 
ing courses for dental hygiene require 
graduation from an accredited high 
school for entrance. 

Some schools, for example the Univer- 
sity of California, require two years of 
Liberal Arts as a prerequisite to a degree 
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of Bachelor of Science in Oral Hygiene 
after completion of the Hygiene course. 
No doubt in the future it will be neces- 

to require one or two years of 
Liberal Arts for entrance to the course 
for hygienists in all schools. 

The course of study and training at 
Northwestern University Dental School 
seems to be typical of schools offering a 
two-year course. All of the classes, with 
the exception of certain courses in spe- 
cial training, are given by the members 
of the dental faculty.

From this schedule, it is apparent that 
the girls are given a rather comprehen- 
sive start in their professional lives. Sev- 
eral of these courses are essentially the 
same as are offered for the regular den- 
tal students. The course in oral anatomy, 
for example, is given to the Freshman 
dental students and hygienists in the 
same section. Attention should be called 
to the course of training in oral prophy- 
laxis which these girls receive. They 
spend two hours per week for twenty- 
two weeks practicing scaling and polish- 
ing human teeth on dental mannequins. 
When each has proved her ability on 
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the mannequin, she is allowed to prac- 
tice prophylaxis on her partner during 
the spring quarter in the clinic. The 
rest of her clinical work in the Fresh- 
man year consists of approximately sixty- 
six hours of mouth examinations and 
prophylactic treatment for under-privi- 
leged youngsters from Chicago’s settle- 
ment houses. It should be emphasized 
that this amount of prophylactic train- 
ing is probably more than any dental 
student graduated from a school in this 
country has received. In our dental 
schools at present the art of prophylaxis 
is not developed as highly as are opera- 
tive dentistry, prosthesis, surgery, and 
other more interesting and lucrative 
types of treatment.

In addition to the courses described for 
the Freshman year, there are also demon- 
stration clinics in anesthesia, mouth ex- 
amination, prophylaxis, and diagnosis as 
well as several field trips to institutions 
of general and professional interest. 

In the Senior year, there is a course 
of special lectures given by the members 
of the Board of Health along medical, 
dental, laboratory, public health, and 
social service lines. Each girl in the 
Senior Class, in addition to her class 
work and clinical and laboratory courses,

INCOME TAX PREPARATION

her, you are entitled to $1,500.00 per- 
sonal exemption, but you cannot add 
$400.00 dependency under the new law. 
A dependent must be under eighteen 
years of age or incapable of self support. 

Form 1040. On the face of the re- 
turn item No. 8 is net profit transferred 
from Schedule H. Item No. 18 is net 
income. Take an earned income credit 
of 10 per cent of item No. 8 or item 
No. 18 whichever is lower. This earned 
income credit may not exceed $1,400.00. 
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If your tax is going to be high, see a 
tax adviser who may review your books 
and question you for the deductions. 

If man and wife make out separate 
Form 1040 returns, the personal exemp- 
tion of $1,500.00 may be split between 
them, or taken in full by one or the 
other, as they see fit. Credit for a de- 
pendent ($400.00) may be taken by 
either under the same circumstances, 
but it may not be split. However, one 
may take credit for one dependent and 
the other for another.
